was expected to be a day of rejoicing. ! 
W hen the work of 
searching 
the j 
ruins is completed it is possible that 
the list of dead will be lengthened . 
somewhat, as hiding here and there ' 
throughout the city there doubtless 
are many wounded who, with tradi- I 
tic na I fear of the authorities and gov- j 
em inent 
hospitals, are 
anxious 
to 
evade discovery. 
The property loss is hut an esti­ 
mate and is based upon calculations 
made by owners and contractors. L it­ 
tle of the loss is covered by insurance. 
According to the meteorological ob­ 
servatory the greatest intensity was 
reached at the end of the first minute, 
but the instruments continued to re­ 
cord the shocks for fourteen minutes 
more. 
It was of a vacillatory char­ 
acter. but almost free from trepida- 
tory motion. 
.More than half of the dead account­ 
ed 
for 
were 
soldiers. 
They wert. 
(a'ight beneath the falling walls of 
the artillery barracks in San Cosma, 
t 
locality near the .Mexican Central 
station. 


Buried Under Steel Rails. 


Another place where the earthquake 
took its toll of death in considerable 
numbers was at the city power p’ant 
of the street car company. 
Here six 
were killed and six wounded. 
Two 
others were found In tin* debris, con­ 
sisting partly of steel rails, which had 
been stacked in the iron and wood de­ 
partments and which collapsed. 
The 
victim s 
were 
inhabitants 
of 
little 
shacks built 
along 
the side of 
the 
structure. 
W ith these two exceptions the death 
list was made up of single cases or in 
some 
instances 
of 
two 
and 
thine 
caught beneath falling walls in the 
poorer buildings of the district most 
seriously affected. 
No personal property of Americans 
was damaged and with the exception 
of one Chinese killed no foreigners 
were injured. 
In the barracks where the soldiers 
were killed twelve women also lost 
their lives. 
They were the wives of 
the artillerym en. 
Three blocks front the barracks the 
yards of the Mexican Central, which 
Madero had been scheduled to enter, 
presented 
another spectacle of the 
shock’s intensity. 
There a long wall 
separating these yards from those of 
the 
Mexican 
railw ay 
was 
thrown 
down. A Mexican locomotive engineer, 
who 
was 
lying 
by 
its 
side, 
was 
crushed to death. 


Cheap Houses Collapse. 


In none of the advices received at 
police headquarters is the intuition of 
the death of any person of promi­ 
nence. 
The victim s were those whose 
homes were in cheaply built houses, 
shacks In most cases, whose walls had 
little power of resistance. 
The fury of the shock was spent, in 
the northwestern and western part of 
the city. 
The most damage done was 
in that quarter known as Santa Maria, 
although cracks in the pavement and i 
walls toppled over serve to mark its ! 
course as far to the south as Colonia 
Roma, a District inhabited largely by 
Americans. 
The water mains of the city were 
practically uninjured and the light and 
power company suffered little incon­ 
venience in operations. 
Two of the capital’s old churches 


b tu ! the national palace are buildings 
which show1 the effects of the shock. 
Long cracks appeared in all of them 
and In the palace a keystone in one of 
the arches was loosened and thrown 
almost entirely out of its place. Three 
schools sustained considerable dam­ 
age, but in none was there loss of life.

W ith a dozen committees of tile house 
making investigations of the govern- 
j tueut, it may well be said that a con- 
1 gressioual history of past administra­ 
tions 
is now 
in course of making. 
| Much of the information adduced has 
been made public, but it come-; with 
some new stage setting which makes 
it interesting. 
It w ill be found that our government 
has been generous in the matter of at­ 
torney fees and in paying salaries for 
I commissions for many other purposes, 
j Hilt nearly all this was known 
Con­ 
gress created many of the commissions. 
The object of these various expend­ 
itures committees is to bring forth 
information which w ill enable congress 
to reduce the expenses of the govern­ 
ment. 
But the great trouble will be 
to induce congress to act after It bas 
the information. 
The tendency toward 
extravagance has not been alone in tin* 
departments, but also in congress. The 
attempt to curtail expenses in congress 
was loudly approved, but the men who 
lost jobs and tilt* congressmen who 
lost opportunities of getting patronage 
by tho reform are dissatisfied. 


Proved Too Much. 
“ Gentlemen prove too much." was 
an expression of Colonel Fete Hepburn 
So it 
was with an earnest witness 
against reciprocity from South Dako­ 
ta. 
H e bud shown that it was the 
worst 
kind of courage to 
take the 
duty off wheat and had been sailing 
along very well until he mentioned 
that there was no excuse for a duty 
on lumber.
